Young Literary Cobbler 
Who. Would Not Stick to 
His Last. 

T was a sad eyed author who originated 

the term, “round-trip script,” designat- 

ing the story which is gent to the editor 
and which the editor sends back to him. Poor 
fish, his was a hard “break,” for he seems 
to have had a flying start toward success in 
his chosen endeavors, either a sense of hu 
mor or no sense of shame. | 

The comedy usually dies out of the jheart 
of one who has tried, who has created, who 
has fountained forth, the essence of his soul, 
only to -have a thin blooded professional 
_reader (usually a disappointed and acidulated 
failure as a writer himself) or an editor 
unmindful of all finer appeals pin a‘slip to 
the “copy” and ship it back to the torn 
bosom whence it came. It is a sickening 
feeling—at least, I am told it is. 

System, destroyer of individuality, natural 
enemy to the arts, has possessed publishers, 
too, in its broad and obliterating concourse. 
Now the magazines have sets of rejection 
slips prepared to fill any of the several con- 
tingencies, each a specific alibi for the return 
trip of a hopeful manuscript. If the hack 
reader noted that the subject matter ie pas- 
sable but the style is stilted, a blue slip 
is pinned thereto, for on the blue one is

tive is bright, brisk, and breezy, but the plot 
is trite or underweight, a slip of becoming 
pink, so explaining, is thereunto attached, 
and therewith, forthwith, mailed to return 
address.

Joseph's 
jacket, and for each is tabulated an author's 
classified error to correspond, so that a critic 
needs but note “ Pink ” instead of “ Punk ™ to 
express his exact findings, or “Blue” or

lable the woe which the author will recount 
in voluble chapters, capacious steins, and 
sonorous blasphemies. 

Almost every one who takes a nickel’s 
worth of blank paper and tries by making 
it commercially useless through writing 
words thereon to raisé its value to $500 is 
under the thumb of the slip-pinners, who 
work like the treasury department's secret 
service men, scrutinizing the literary cur- 
rency for counterfeits. No Abe Potash, 
treminblingly shaking a newly slit incoming 
envelope in hope of finding an “ inclosure,” 
ever palpitated with more vociferous ague 
and tense suspense than the striving writer 
fearful to open the envelope with the mag- 
azine’s imprint lest there be an inclosure. A 
larve and bulky envelope is almost certain 
to be a death warrant, though there is al- 
ways the springing hope that the manuscript 
has been accepted and is sent home on leave 
for minor revisions. A small, square en- 
velope is the talisman, for “ material” can- 
not be enfolded in its dimensions. Strange, 
too, there are no printed forms for eagerly 
grabbing a story, whereas there are so many 
different ones for the turndowna. 

There are a few men who write for the 
prints at large, however, who may success- 
fully gamble on their output, who get back 
blue and pink checks instead of canned re 
grets. One such was Bradwell Trymball 
Bickerdike. 

He was about three of the six best sellers 
all the time. His novels, published first as 
magazine serials, went over the counters 
millions fold. He had a way of making fat 
women forget their girth, slaveys forget 
their birth, and housewives forget to wash 
the dishes with the blue eyed romances that 
he wrote of golden haired maidens and 
square shouldered only sons of wealth. 

Bickerdike wrote Cinderella for a living: 
a handsome one. Every author should have 
a story and should atick to it. If he selis 
it once he should cease experimenting and 
resell it and resell it. Bickerdike, taking no 
chances, was peddling Cinderella with many 
changes of costume, time, and place. And, 
‘since almost every girl wants—yea, awaits— 
a fairy prince and a coach and four (cylin- 
ders) and a fairy godmother and a ball 
gown that will bewilder each beholder, he 
had the world’s biggest ready made audi- 


plaud before he began. 
‘It had not always been cushions for a 
soft fall in the life of Bickerdike. He had 
known years when he limped, bruised from 
the kicks of adversity with its best foot for- 
ward He*had been a newspaper man for 
‘many terrestrial revolutichs before he had 


come to realize that Cinderella had never 
been effectively told before in the 89,653 ver- 


sions of it extant in any circulating library. 


In those low days of cggrse reporting,

coin, for whom the park is 
named. The statue is of what is 
termed heroie size, which is larger 
than life size, but smaller than colos- 
sal, and is of bronze. It stands upon 
a vast granite rostr and was done 
by the renowned sculptor, Augustus St. 
Gaudens. It was unveiled Oct. 22, 
1887. 

In face and form the statue is won- 
derfully faithful to those character- 
istics of Mr. Lincoln, and great critics 
of sculpture have pronounced the work 
to be as great as any in the world. 


T almost the beginning of the 
A park, on its south side, we come 


The sculptor, St. Gaudens, was born. 


in Dublin, Ireland, in 1848. His father 
was French and his mother Irish. He 
came to America in his infancy and 
died in Cornish, N. H., in 1907. 

The story of Lincoln's life is one that 


Kentucky on the 12th of February, 
1809, his parents moved with him to 
Indiana when he was only 7 years old. 
His father and mother were both Vir- 
ginians. His own mother died when 
he was 9, but his father married again, 
an oldtime sweetheart, a year after 
Abe’s mother died. She took a deep 
interest in her stepson and exerted a 
fine influence over him that helped him 
much in after life. 

Lincoln went to school in the newly 
and sparsely settled regions where the 
family lived. Schools were rare, and 
those few were the crudest. Altogeth- 
er the boy was not in school more than 
one year of his whole life. His own 
mother taught him to read, and his 
‘stepmother urged him to study and as- 
sisted him all she could. For books 
he had only the Bible, “A®sop’s Fables,” 
“Robinson Crusoe,” “ Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” a life of George Washington, and

When Lincoln became of age he was 
hired out to a trader named Offutt, tn 
Sangamon county, Illinois, He helped 
Offutt to build a flatboat and ghe two 
of them floated down’the Sangamon 
and Mississippi rivers to New Orleans, 
where. they. sol@ their cargo. They 
waiked the greater part of the way 
back. During the time that Lincoln 
worked ig the store he studied law, 
with the help of the village echool- 
master, and when the store finally 
closed he decidedeto run for the legis- 
“laturo. Then the Black Hawk war 
came on and Lincoln volunteered as a 
soldier. He was elected a captain, but 
‘the war ended without his company 
getting into battle. Abe was defeated 
for the legislature, but he got all the 
votes in his precinct. 

In. 1834 Lincoln was elected to the 
legislature and was re#lected three 
times more. Meanwhile he continued 


his law studies and was ¢4mitted to j 


the bar in 1886. He practiced the pro- 
fession closely and became noted as a 
great lawyer. In 1846 he was elected 
to congress. | 

Lincoln thought that slavery should 
be disposed of as a question of domes- 
tic economy. Because of his belief he 
became the most powerful opponent 
of Stephen A. Douglas, United States 
senator from Illinois and one of the 
greatest men tn the national politics 
of the day. Their public debates, in- 
volving for the most part question 
of the rights of citizens the terri- 
tories to say whether or not they would 
have slavery in their regions, were bat- 
tiles between two giants. 

The national Republican convention 
nominated him as candidate for that 
office and he was elected. Then nearly 
all of the southern states, where Negro 


the north and south, and on the part 
of Abrmham Lincoln it was a war to 
preserve the union of the states, 
the greater element of the party 
elected him had also in view the ending 
of Negro slavery in the United States. 
The war lasted about four years. 
‘Lincoln was married in 1842 to Mary 
Todd, a Kentucky girl, and they had 
four sons. The only one that lived to 
be a grown man was Robert Todd Lin- 
coin, born in 1848. I met him several 
times during the civil war, when he 
was a captain on the staff of Gen. 
Grant. 

When the war was about ended, on 
the evening of April 14, 1866, President 
Lincoln, with his family and some 
friends, attended the performance of a 
play at Ford's theater in Washington. 
John Wilkes Booth, an actor, stealthily 
entered the box where Mr. Lincoln and 
his party were seated and with a pis- 
tol shot the president in the head. The 
bullet penetrated the brain, and the 
president was.carried to a house across 
the street from the theater, where he 
died early the next morning. 

There are many statues of Lincoln 
throughout the country, but this one 
of St. Gaudens’ ts declared to be the

Scene of Charming Little Dinners. 

There's a front door with an electric bell to push before you are admitted 

to the serious entrance hall. An anteroom to the left, of'an aspect as grave 
as that of the hall, detains visitors until the master of the establishment 
will see them. Beyond is his main office, a large and lofty room, with dark 
mahogany woodwork and furniture, a, big central table desk, and a few good 
oil paintings on the wall. To the right of this is his sanctum sanctorum, 
with cases full of books..“A gramophone lurks in the shadows of one corner. 
Scattered here and there are big and supremely comfortable easy chairs, 
with shaded reading lamps bending attentively over them. A few capital 
bronzes are the room’s only adornment. High and wide French windows, 
with leaded panes of glass, open westward on a matchless view of the city. 
To look out of them at night is to sense the tremendous impressiveness 
and beauty of a great metropolis. Lights, lights, everywhere blink and stare 
and flash, revealing dim outlines of other high buildings. Over two 
hundred feet below the street traffic darts almost silently about, for the

which dwells, in spite of war’s preoccupations, in the minds of many of her

have risen to those French windows. Motors, éach with a pair of glowing 
eyes, skim in and out of the throngs. Street cars, like glow worms, thread 
their definite ways. Pedestrians look like nothing human, seen from that 
height and angle. Even the elevated roads, usually so crassly noisy and 
ugly, look ghostly, unreal, and lovely. | 

The poetry latent in this man of affairs does not burst out in lyrics or 
epics. It expresses itself by chic and charming little dinners given in this 
suite of offices, with—weather permitting—the French windows opened wide 
and with the thrilling panorama of the city of beautiful night as a back- 
ground. He is an epicure as well as a poet; it’s a wonderful combination, 
though not so unusual as you would think. There was Heine, who sald that 
the four things that made life worth living were “ Love, truth, freedom—and 
crab soup.” 

Heine would have been enraptured could’ he have been one of a small 
company that dined in this suite last week on a soft, warm evening, high 
above the gleaming city, with a crescent moon dropping westward. 
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Notable Chinese Collection on View. 

One of the most distinguished exhibits ever presented to the Chicago 
public by the Art institute is that of early Chinese paintings lent for this 
occasion by Charles L. Freer of Detroit. Mr. Freer has been for years a 
passionate art collector. He was Whistler’s first prophet in this country, and 
for a long time made Whistler etchings his chief concern. Then he turned 
to the study of Chinese art and now is building at Washington, D. C., a 
gallery to be devoted entirely to housing what has now become a world 
famous collection of Chinese paintings, potteries, porcelains, jade, embroid- 
eries, etc. Connoisseurs have gathered here from New York and from San 


Francisco, they have come in private cars and by motors, just to examine i 


this gathering of celestial or “fmigdle kingdom” art. 

It is safe to say that none of the visitors to this collection will bring to 
its inspection the profound knowledge and keen appreciation that Dr. John 
Ferguson does. Fle was the Howard Shaws’ house guest last week, and was 
much entertained here. Dr. Ferguson has lived thirty years in China. He 
speaks and reads Chinese with remarkable facility—a rare accomplishment 
even for lifelong residents there of foreign birth. He occupies a position of 
great trust in the Chinese government and has come to this country to plead 
the cause of the Chinese, who feel that they are in danger of being deserted 
by their only friends, the American people. 

He has some wonderful examples of Chinese paintings, one a strip fifty 
feet long painted over twelve hundred years ago and depicting the hundred 
and fifty metempsychoses of Buddha—a most extraordinary piece of work! 

When Europe was wallowing in the darkest of dark ages China wae at 
the height of its civilization. When Giotto, first of the primitives, herald of 
the renaissance, was flourishing the greatest period of Chinese art was 
already in its decadence. Do you wonder that the Chinese gaze on us with 
the calm superiority of a highly superb antiquity? 

Wu Ting Fang, the former Chinese minister to this country in the days 
of the Manchu dynasty, once expressed this sentiment to a young American, 
with crisp definiteness. When asked as to the feelings of his fellow country- 
men at the invasion of their land by missionaries and other so-called civiliz- 
ipg agencies, he admitted that the thoughtful Chinese were inclined to smile 
at it sometimes. b 

“Why, my dear miss,” he concluded, “when our ancestors were at the 
height of their power and civilization yours were still hanging by their tails 
from the trees.” 
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Urgent Need of Sphagnum Moss. 


It is not unintentional—my straying for a moment from thé all absorbing 
preoccupation of the time. Talking about other things doesn’t make us for- 
get the war for one instant. Nothing can make us’do that. There's hardly 
an hour of the day, for society folk at any rate, the people who once con- 
stituted our leisure class, that isn’t devoted directly or indirectly to some 
war relief work. 

Many of the women connected with the American Fund for French 
Wounded are now devoting their time to the preparation of sphagnum moss 
for surgical dressings. In this they are following the lead of the English- 
women, who are monthly turning out 350,000 dressings made of this moss. 
Every Red Cross center in Great Britain has a room devoted to sphagnum 
dressings, which is preferred to absorbent cotton by those working in the 
war hospitals. The Germans “ beat us to it,” to use the vernacular, as almost 
since the beginning of the war they have used this moss. It is lighter, more 
highly absorbent, cheaper and altogether better than absorbent cotton. It 

doesn’t mat or stick to the wounds as does the cotton. 

The sphagnum moss committee here, which is headed by Mrs. Arthur 
Small, makes an urgent plea that all who go south shall make it a point to 
eollect this great agent for relief whenever they are near the bogs in which 
it grows. These are to be found in nearly every state in the union, from 
Maine to Florida, from Wirginia to California. And the committee says:

TRANGE as it may seem, the 

Greeks devoted little attention to 

astronomy, compared with the 

time they spent on art and litera- 
ture. They used a clumsy lunar 
calendar, and although its errors were 
gross and glaring, made little effort 
to correct it. Such knowledge of the 
stars as they possessed appears to 
have been taken bodily from the 
Egyptian store of learning. 

Several of the most renowned think- 
ers of ancient Greece made attempts 
to philosophize a system for the run 
and planets, but apparently none of 
them realized the importance of hav- 
ing careful observations from which to 
make their deductions. Some in- 
genious conjectures were made con- 
cerning the structure of the solar rys- 
tem, notably by Pyt ras, who 
placed the sun in the nter of a 
circle of planets, but they were mere 

and being unsubstantiated by 
any knowledge they bore no 
fruit. 


It was not until after the time of 
der the Great, when Grecian 
culture was spread throughout the 
world, that we find a single astronomer 
of note. 

Claudius Ptolemy was a Greek, who 
Hevd at Alexandria, in Egypt, about 
the year 130 A. D. Nothing of certainty 
is known about his life, and his works 
exist only in translation. His astro- 
womica! labors include his catalogue of 
‘stare and his theories of the construc- 
tion of the solar system. Ptolemy took 
the list of stars which were in exist- 
ence in his time, correcting them end 
making numerous additions, and 
finally made a catalogue of them, giv- 
ing their positions, their descriptions, 
and names, if any. 

When the Arabs conquered Egypt 
they were so impressed with the stu- 
pendoug labors shown in this book 
that they called it “al magestuni,” 
which means “the greatest.”

The stars, Ptolemy thought, were 
bright lights fixed on the surface of a 
great crystalline sphere, which turned 
once in a day. The sun, moon, and 
planets each had a separate sphere, 
and their obvious irregularities of mo 


rolled around the larger 
earth he knew to be a sphere, and he 
placed it in the center. 


interesting. The 
he argued, turned at an absolutely uni 
form rate. Now, if the earth were 
in the center, its distance from 
particular star would vary from hour 
to hour, which would cause the 
to move faster in one part of the sky 
than in another. Also, if the earth 
moved about, it would come nearer any 
particular star at some times than at 
others, and would therefore cause the 
star’s motion to seem disturbed. But. 
he reasoned, neither of these condi. 
tions has been observed; therefore the 
earth must be at rest. 

Ptolemy completely erred in his esti- 
mates of stellar distances and in his 
scheme of the solar system, while at 
the same time employing the sound. 
est logic. According to what was then 
known, there was nothing amiss in his 
teachings, but in the spring of 1610, 
when Galileo turned his new telescope 
upon Jupiter, he saw four unknown 
satellites revolving about a planet, a 
thing which Ptolemy had declared was 
impossible. Then, in 1851, Faucault 
hung a great pendulum from the dome 
of the Pantheon, in Paris, and showed 
by its disturbed vibrations that the 
earth is actually turning on its axis. 

Modern astronomical efforts have 
completely supplanted the theories 
which Ptolemy considered his greatest 
work. On the other hand, his star lists 
in the almagest, to which he devoted 
less theory and more care, have fur- 
nished the basis for all the star atlases 
in use today.

Of the South Water street scheme for river 
reclamation the Chicago plan commission says: 
“It is a simple plan, involves no legal difficulties, 
is not prohibitive in cost of construction, and will 
save, in a single year, an amount equal to the 
total cost. It will also greatly increase property 
values, thereby adding to the taxable property of 
Chicago and increasing the city’s revenue.” — 

These are demonstrable statements, or, it may be 
assumed, the plan commission would not be their 
author, and they introduce into the situation the 
element of wonder that benefits so much needed 
should be so denied in reasonable expectation. 

We are convinced that unless a great change in 
the Chicago mood is experienced the river banks 
will continue in the appearance of dirty alleys, 
foodstuffs marketed in South Water street will 


We are now fighting, but how about planning? 
Having fought the war, what will be our position: 
after it? To what extent will the fighting have! 
promoted the cause? Every citizen ought to ask 
himself that question and in asking it try to de- 
termine for himself and for the effect of his opinion 
upon public opinion whether the United States, 


if it does nothing else than fight the war, if it does 
not change its habits and its thought, if it re 
mains after the war precisely what it was before 


We have no doubt that after the war there will 
be a general disposition to study and remove 
causes of war. Democracy undoubtedly will be 
advanced. Peoples under autocratic rule will pro- 
gress towards democratic rule. Incentives to war 
whieh had their origin in aristocratic thought, 
habit, and ambition, or in the purposes of a mili- 


tary caste, will be removed to the extent that mili-| 


tary castes and aristocratic impulses are elim- 
inated. 

With the progress of democracy this elimina- 
tion will be apparent and appreciable. Whatever 
form new Russia takes, for instance, we may be 
convinced it will not be controlled and directed by 
the same ideas which prevailed in the government 
of old, autocratic Russta. Its people under the new 
government will mot go to war as its people did 
under the old government. : 

Democracy, however, does not eliminate war. 
It seem to us to be a mischievous error to con- 
cludé that the spread of democracy and the elim- 
tnation of war are in direct relation. There will 
be a new influence in Europe, that of democracy, 
if the enemies of Germany win, but although that 
new influence will modify it will not completely 
change national impulses. 

The end of a war victorious for the allies will 
bfing, we may assume, a wider democracy, new 
influences, and a great desire for peace. In such 
conditions the machinery of a new internation- 
alism may be erected and for many years it may 
seém as if the world had at last found a working 
arrangement for the control of one nation in its 
relations to another. 

The end of the war also will find the United 
Btates developed as a military nation, a healthy, 
strong military nation, not in the power of a mili- 
tary caste, but with a well equipped citizen army, 
composed of men taken from civil life and, after 
service, anxious to return to ft. 

America will have the equipment for this army. 
It will have all the material. it will have the 
whole machinery needed for the training and main- 
tenance of a citizen army. The question which 
concerns the security of the United States—the 
issue which brings the United States into this war 
—will be whether this equipment, this machinery, 
this system, shall be preserved for the security of 
the United States or whether it shall be junked, 
the army lost, the country returned to its former 
condition of defenselessness and the issue deter- 
mined only as against Germany and for the 
present. | 

On one side we are asked to accept a condition 
of increased democracy ang general disgust for 
war as indicative that the world is done with war 
forever. On the other we are asked to consider 
that the United States can win permanent security 
only as it is able to protect itself. | 

Ture TRIBUNE does not believe that a national 
policy of security ought to be built upon a specu- 
lation that the future will be safe for this country 
without any military provisions for security. 

We believe that the purposes of the war will 
not be served unless the United States, emerging 
from the war a strong military nation, takes pre- 


conditions, to remain a strong nafion, preserving 
the military machinery it has created, training 
its young ‘men and keeping itself in a strong but 
not provocative position in the family of nations. 

For this the first essential requirement ie the 
passage of a universal service law.

Such .a citizen as Charles Wacker may do ten 
times the amount of constructive work done by 
any ten mayors of the city, but such a citizen and 
the agencies coSperating with him must work by 
persuasion, education, appeals, and by such infiu- 
ences as can be made at all effective upon popular 
understanding and imagination. 

If that is the only fashion in which Chicago can 
be brought to a sense of its avoidable errors and 
its obtainable benefits it is the duty of every 
agency which can help to devote itself to the work 
of influencing public opinion. 7

FOOD FOR OUR ALLIES. 

So many worthy proposals, not infrequently 
accompanied by appeals for money, are advertised 
as necessary to “win the war” that we may per- 
haps become confused as to which are essential and 
which are desirable. Or rather We may reduce 
them all to the same plane, making an equal sacri- 
fice for each one under the impression that we are 
doing our full duty and that if victory is not 
achieved it won't be our fault. 


For this reason, perhaps, the nation has hardly 
begun to make a serious effort in food conserva- 
tion. It probably would be no exaggeration to say 
that only the very poor, for whom prices are pro- 
hibitive, have placed any considerable limitations 
on their rations. Yet food conservation is one of 
the indispensable sacrifices, if it actually is a sacri- 
fice, that the American people are asked to make. 


For months the food administration has sought 
to impress us with the necessity of food economy. 
The statement of Harry A. eeler, the state food 
administrator, indicates how inadequate the re- 
sponse has been. It appears that there will be a 
shortage of 125,000,000 bushels of wheat and that 
we are furnishing only 60 per cent of the pork 
products needed by our allies. In order to meet this 
situation we are not asked to go hungry, but we 
are asked to use intelligent judgment in confining 
our diet to foodstuffs that cannot be readily ex- 
ported. ; | 

To the degree that our allies are tinderfed their 
fighting morale will suffer and to the same degree 
our military aims will be made more difficult of 
accomplishment. i

and drew such a picture of the office that it was 
felt that no one with any spirit or character would 
be willing to place himself in so humiliating a post 
tion. Indeed, his evidence before the royal commis- 


sion went to show that the office of viceroy was 


Asquith, in the house of commons immediately after- 
wards, denounced the office of viceroy as utterly 
useless and ridiculed it as one of the most anoma- 
lous institutions in the world. 

Yet within a month afterward, for reasons which 
Premier Asquith never vouchsafed to parilament, 
Lord Wimborne was reappointed as viceroy 
returned as such to Dublin, with even still less 
authority, and assuredly less prestige, than before 
his resignation.

GETTING FIT FOR WINTER.

For 
them this fattening up process is prepa- 
ration for winter. Not having the char- 
acter to be thrifty tn the sense that 
they hoard food against a season of 
privation, their bodies make recom- 
pense by storing food tn the shape of fat. 
Let us get the point clearly. Their 
great enemy is starvation, and they 
make themselves fit to contend against 
it by becoming obese. 

Certain customs show us that man 
responds to the same primal urge. Cer- 
tain peoples have the custom of sewing 
their children up for the winter. The 
children are given a good bath, dressed 
in clean flannel undergarments, which 
are securely sewed on. The sewed on

His enemy is cold air and he 
prepares against it. 

Just as the woman sews her child in 
and the farmer who banks his house, 
“however foolish they may be, are wiser 
than the animals which fatten up in 
preparation for winter, so there are 
even more intelligent methods of pre- 
paring for winter than either of those 
described. 

In northern latitudes the death rate 
is lowest in October. In November there 
is a gradual rise. This rise becomes 
more marked tn December, and con- 
tinues through January and February. 
The maximum is reached in March. A 
decline then starts and continues stead- 
iy unth June. 

So far as we are able to judge the 
sickness rate follows the death rate in 
its rises and falls. The unfitness rate 
probably parallels the sickness rate. 
Furthermore, the greatest element in 
these increased rates—unfitness, sick- 
ness, and death—is infection. 

The tendency of men to stay in ever- 
heated, illy ventilated houses follows 
the same curve. Men are out of doors 
as much time as possible during October. 
When they are indoors the windows 
are wide open. In November they stay 
in more. Fires are lighted and windows 
aré closed. <As the winter progresses 
the time spent indoors increases. The 
houses become increasingly stuffy. We 
say that wealthy and wise people go 
south tn winter in order to be cool. They 
substitute open air at 50 and sunshine 
for close house air at 75 and lack of 
sunshine, Of course, the great gain 
in going south In winter is from being 
out of doors. 

Would that from somewhere a new 
Richardson or a new Frank Lioyd 
Wright would come to build for us a 
house in which the sickness rate of the 
inhabitants would be asa low in Febru- 
ary as in October, But not all of the 
unfitness, sickness, and mortality of mid- 
winter can be charged to the house. 
Much of it ts to be charged to the man. 
With the oncoming of cold weather he 
stops exercising.

If he is an office man he walks to the 
car in the morning, takes a few steps 
around the office during the day, and 
walks to the car at night. He eats 
his dinner, sits around for a while, 
and then goes to bed. No exercise worth 
speaking of for his arm, neck, and trunk 
muscles and but little for his leg mus- 
cles. No fresh air except for a short 
time while getting to and from the of- 
fice. The housewife gets even less fresh 
air. The present day household labor 
savers make it so that she gets very 
little bending exercise or exercise for her 
trunk and arm muscles. 

In consequence of our winter customs 
and habits we are soft and flabby by 
December, Soft, flabby people are high- 
ly susceptible to colds and all other 
forms of infection. They are less able 
to throw off infections once acquired. 
It is for these reasons that wise men 
prepare for the winter by putting them- 
selves in good condition. 

To the civilized man of the twentieth 
century infection stands in the same re- 
lation in which starvation stands to the 
wild animal, Putting one’s self in good 
condition means working off the surplus 
fat, developing muscle, making / one’s 
joints supple, and cultivating wind and 
endurance. 

We say that a person has good wind 
if-he can run, say 200 yards, at apeed 
without panting unduly—capacity for su- 
preme effort. We say that a person has 
endurance if he can walk or work for 
hours on a stretch without giving out— 
capacity for sustained effort.

So long as the weather continues good 
the best method of preparing against 
winter ‘is by open air games. This is 
the golfer’s chance. The game builds up 
the leg, arm, and trunk muscles. 
drive calls into play the muscles of the 
abdomen, neck, and shoulders, as well 


of his“ paynch” through a-daily horse- 
back ride. 

I eecasionally notice men running’ 
through the parks in the early morn- 
ing hours. Some of these are prize fight- 
ers and wrestlers in training, some are 


ordinary citizens likewise in training. 
Running ts much better exercise than 
walking. In the latter the propelling 
foot does not leave the ground until 
the forward or receiving foot has been 
placed. . | 

In running the propelling foot has left 
the ground before the forward foot 
touches it. Each step is therefore a 
one legged jump. Not only are the leg 
muscles called on for more exertion but 
the trunk muscles likewise work much 
more strenuously. There is very little 
development of the wind in walking. 
Running is “ good for the wind.” d 

The rate and the depth of respiration 
are determined by the concentration of 
carbonic acid in the blood and in far leas 
measure by the proportion of oxygen the 
blood contains. Whenever the blood is 
becoming overloaded with carbonic acid 
gas we pant. Panting empties the lungs 
of. foul air and carries into them «a 
larger quantity of fresh air. 

In other words, it is the condition of 
the garbage can which determines the 
frequency of the visits of the garbage 
wagon.

No man can stand handball unless his 
heart is sound, his wind is good, and 
his muscles are firm.

Handball more than 
either of the exercises mentioned above 
develops the heat making powers. And 
one of the great reasons for getting into 
shape for the winter is development 
of those powers.

He seldom wears an 
overcoat on the street on cold days. 
He never hugs the fire. The windows 
in his roébm are seldom closed and the 
cracks are never stuffed. When you 
talk to him about the discomforts of 
cold weather he does not understand. 
He is never cold, for he is = good heat 
maker. 


Most of our Ills In winter aro due to 
lack of fresh air, and much of that 
lack Is because we are poor heat mak- 
ers. All the sports, games, and exer- 
cises increase heat making capacity, 
but none is better in this regard than 
handball. The handball player gets 
pleasure out of his cold shower and his 
cold air bath. The man who can get 
pleasure out of a cold shower and a 
cold air bath in winter is usually in 
little danger of pneumonia, and loses 
but little time from colds.

A man need not enter the winter sub- 
marine zone unprepared if his duties 
make it impossible for him to golf or 
play handball. A half hour a day spent 
in exercising in his home will be approxt- 
mately as satisfactory. In fact, some 
of the fittest men I know of never play 
golf or any other game. They never 
allow anything to interfere with their 
home exercises. 

It is not necessary to take anybody's 
system. One system is as good as an- 
other. Any man can work out his own 
system. The great need is for “ stick.” 
The tendency ts for persons taking home 
exercises to work at them faithfully 
for one week, fitfully during the second 
week, spasmodically during the second 
month, and after that to chink the win- 
dows, hug the fire, and trust to luck,

It is, 
as Sir Arthur points out, only the other day, so to speak, 
that English students became familiar with the Scandi- 
navian, the Saxon, and the Celtic mythology, and they 
learned their lessons with difficulty and retained them 
none to well. It was not on Beowulf that Marlowe fed; 
nor did Ben Jonson know pf Dierdre and her sorrows. The 
grim Saxon legends and the wild and mournful Celtic 
fancies did not nurture Shakespeare nor his friends and 
followers. | 

They, like the men who built and lived in the Roman 
villas, fed upon the rich beauty of the. Roman world— 
those familiar symbols and sacraments which are still part 
and parcel of the cultured Englishman’s mental store. Nor 
could it be otherwise, if, as Sir Arthur believes, these 
Roman colonists were yeritably the ancestors of the 
English aristocracy. He says, with more heat than is 
common in a classroom, “If you insist on being a Teutonic 
people (which I flatly deny) then you alone of Teutonic 
peoples have inherited the Roman gift of consolidating 
conquest, of colonizing in! the wake of its armies; of driv- 
ing the road, bridging the ford, bringing the lawless under 
the sense of the law.” , 


“We English,” urges Sir Arthur, “have had above all 
nations lying wide of the Mediterranean the instinct to 
refresh and renew ourselves at Mediterranean wells; our 
writers, our’ poets especially, have sought them as the 
hart panteth after the water brooks. If you accept this 
assertion, and if you believe as well that our literature, 
surpassing Rome’s, may vie with that of Athens; if you 
believe that a literature which includes Chaucer, Spenser, 
Shakespeare, Pope, Wordsworth, Shelley, the Authorized 
Version of Holy Writ, with Browne, Bunyan, Swift, 
Addison, Johnson, Arnold; Newman—has entered the circle 
*to take its seat with the first—why then, heartily believing 
this with you, I leave you to find some better explanation 
than mine if you can.” _ 
* * 
N other words, he finds in the quality of English brains, 
the continuity of Roman, not of Teutonic, character- 
| istics. He would be the last to deny the influence of 
Germany upon recent English thought and life. It was 
impossible that with the royal family forever replenishing 
itself from Germany that this should have been other- 
wise; but even at the ‘period when German was the 
domestic tongue at Windsor castle the poets and the more 
original writers of prose were in revolt against the tastes 
and tendencies of the Victorian dictation or if—as in the 
case of Tennyson—they permitted themselves to be stroked 
by the hands of royalty—they offered not Teutonic themes 
but those inherited from Mediterranean sources. 

No doubt there may be some irritation in the hearts of 
these two distinguished Englishmen who have united in 
their claim for a Roman ancestry for their native land. 
All the world is uniting in a protest against the Germans, 
and if Chesterton and Quiller-Couch are Irritated they 
have the example of their king, who changed the nomen- 
clature of his family from its German to its plain English 
appellation, “ The House of Windsor.” 

Apropos of the irritation, Chesterton, in tracing. the 
sources of the present conflict to the Thirty Years War, 
says: “Far away to northeast in a sterile land of 
fens, a small ambitious family of money lenders, who had 
become squires, vigilant, thrifty, thoroughly selfish, rather 
thinly adopted the theories of Luther, and began to lend 
their almost savage hinds as soldiers on the Protestant 
side. They were well paid for it by step after step of pro- 
motion but at this time their only principality was only 


Hohenzollern.” | 

Indeed, Chesterton blames the Germans for America’s 
break with England in 1776. It was the Anglo-German 
alliance, the dead monarchy as represented by George IIl., 
which caused America to refuse to compromise, codperate, 
or capitulate. Not the spirit of liberal Englishmen, but 
the administration of German princes was alien to her 
ideals, to her pride, and to her energies. — 

But to stand in the full currnet and sweep of Chester- 
ton’s anger against. the Germans one must read the 
chapter “ The Return of the Barbarian.” In it he describes

Here, with the usual Chestertonian address, we have the usual Chester- 
tonfan method—which {s'to say that we have a characteristic effort to dispose 
of a difficult question by denying that any such question asks itself. The 
facts, unhappily, stand against that facile reduction. Setting aside the strug- 
gles of those magnificoes of the spirit whose gifts amount to genius, it ts a 
commonplace of experience to every creative artist on lower planes that there 
are days when his ideas flow freely and copiously and days when they are 
dammed up damnably. He has a good day, accomplishing a double stint of 
the best work he is capable of, and goes to bed impatient for the morrow—and 
on the morrow he feels almost idiotic, and is incapable of any work at all. 

This experience, as I say, is familiar to every man who tries to do any- 
thing in the world involving reflection, planning, creation. It overtakes poets 
and contrapuntists, and it overtakes novelists, critics, philosophers, and mere 
journalists. It may even, go far as I know, be shared by congressmen, stock 
brokers, tripe sellers, and the clergy. The qualities that all anatomists of 
melancholy mark in it are the irregular ebb and flow of its tides and its per- 
vasive mysteriousness. No one can ever predict its courses, even roughly, and 
no one has ever rationally explained the processes behind them. — 

I say rationally for a plain reason, for explanations of another sort are 
very plentiful. The ancients threw responsibility directly on the gods; one 
day they were kind and the next day they were the reverse. In medieval 
times the lesser powers of heaven began to take a hand in it, and one reads 
of works of art inspired by the saints, by the shades of the departed, and 
even by the devil. In our own day there are explanations less supernatural, 
but still no less fanciful—explanations chiefly grounded upon certain hypo- 
thetical characters of what is ineptly called genius, whereby its possessor, on 
occasions, becomes the mere agent of vast powers that are quite beyond his 
control, and, the occasion past, returns to his own defective seif. 

* ) 

LL these explanations, however, fail to explain; they constitute, in fact, 
. no more than a gigantic begging of the question. The miachinery of 
the thing remains as unseen as before, and the manner of its starting 
and stopping as unfathomable. In this emergency, having regard for the 
sufferings of those who wrestle with the problem, I offer a new, simple, and at 
all events not metaphysical solution, It is supported by various observed 
facts and by more various logical analogies, and it may be couched in the fol- 
lowing terms, to wit, that inspiration is a function of metabolism and has its 
roots in the intestinal flora—in other words, that a man’s idéas, both in quan- 
tity and quality, are conditioned not by the whims of the gods or the combina- 
tions of some transcendental set of dice, but the chemical content of the 
blood which reaches his cerebrum, and that this chemical] content is deter- 

mined by the state of his digestion, particularly south of the pylorus, 

I speak here, of course, of men who have cerebrums mechanically capable 
of the process of ratiocination, of men designed by nature to have ideas—in 
brief, of the minority of intelligentsia. The nether herd, being incapable of 
ideas, is obviously incapable of inspiration. But once we get among those 
who, from observed facts, can deduce a conclusion that is neither worn out 
and notorious nor insane, we aré among those who, at least occasionally, are 
potentially capable of a conclusion that is subtle and even brilliant. Such 
seizures we call inspiration, Tschdikowsky, in general, was a bad composer, 
and for the plain reason that he was @ silly and maudlin man, but when he 
wrote the allegro grazioso of his sixth symphony he had a first rate inspira- 
tion, and 0 he achieved a first rate work of art. So with writers. Hilaire 
Belloc is surely no genius. Oh the contrary, he is mainly a dull féllow, But 
he belongs to the minority because he haf his moments, and it was during one 
of those moments that he conceived “ Emmanuel Burden,” a very brilliant 
piece of work. 

Fix your eye upon my hypothesis of metabolic inspiration, and at once 
you will find that it explains many things not hitherto explicable. For one 
thing, it explains the observed hopelessness of trying to pump up inspiration 
by mere industry and striving. A poet may sit at his desk until he petrifies; 
he may gnaw his pen until it is a mere stump; he may read other poets until 
his head swims—but if too little manganese or phosphoric acid reaches his 
cerebral arteries, or too much creatin or paralactic acid, he will never dredge 
up a good {dea for that sonnet, and the bad ones generated by the reactions in 
his brain will make him tear up his work tomorrow. 

Again, this chemical theory explains the fact that inspiration, save under 
extraordinary circumstances, is never continuous for more than a short 
period. As Mr. Chesterton says, some of Shakespeare's strongest passages 
are in the weakest of his plays; he had sudden bursts of inspiration, and then 
long periods of dullness. And why? Simply because the chemical constitution 
of the blood changes hourly, almest évery minute, A besfeteak may flood it 
with poisonous proteids. A glass of bad beer may fill it with ensymes which 
split its euglobulin into zinc ointment and picric acid, A few billion bacilli, 
hidden and forgotten below the equator, may so pollute it with toxins that 
the very bones of the skull are corroded. These changes come quickly: they 
are potent; they depend upon a vast complex of factors. It is no wonder that

The more the influence of metabolism is examined, 
indeed, the more plain it becomes that it conditions mental 
processes quite as directly and as powerfully as it con- 
ditions the more patent processes of the muscles and 
nerves. A badly cooked chop not only causes spots to 
appear before the eyes, it also causes a freckling of the 
spirit. The notion that thought is independent of the 
brain, that it is a function of some obscure superphysical 
ego-this notion belongs to mythology. Not long ago 
insanity was also relegated to the same fabulous aphere; 
there were mental diseases and physical diseases. But 
the Wassermann reaction drove a great gap into that 
ancient dualism, and nowadays no intelligent psychiatrist 
cherishes it. Mental diseases are now known to be quite 
as much physical diseases as rheumatiem or the delirtum 
of fever, and some of them are being treated and cured

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THE MOTORISTS BOOKSHELF 


A BOOK, VOL. 6 AND 


UTOMOBILE BLUE 

VOL. 8 (1918 edition): Autemobile Blue 
Book Publishing company, Chicago; $3 
. First of the 1918 motor route guides 
to appear are volumes 6 and 8 of the 
Automobilé Blue Book. Their early 
publication is designed to benefit win- 
ter tourists, for they contain detailed 
directions covering the south and 
southwest. | 

The southern routes include more 
than 24,000 miles of motor roads 
through Virginia, Tennessee, Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, § Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, and Florida. Dur- 
ing’ all the years that the south- 
lern volume has been published 
this js the first time that section of the 
country has been thoroughly charted. 
‘The 1917 volume contained running 
directions. for only 12,000 miles of 
southern roads. The new volume con- 
tains 1,260 pages, against 880 pages in 
the preceding issue. Among the new 
features of the book is the addition of 
a descriptive outline at the head of 
each route, with a condensed history 
of the territory; better and more com- 
plete route matter,.new pilot maps of 
Washington and vicinity and of prac- 
tically all of Florida. ; 

Many improvements and new fea- 
tures are to be found in the 1918 vol- 
ume 8 which corresponds to the 1917 
volume 8, section 1. The new book 
contains detailed information covering 
40,000. miles of roads in  Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Utdh, and Arizona. 
The balance of the far west and north- 
west will be covered in volume 9, now 
being prepared for publication. Vol- 
ume’ 8. shows newly charted routes 
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and newly made maps that have been 
made to meet present conditions. 

Among other routes the book in- 
cludes directions for traveling over the 
Lincoln highway from Salt Lake City 
to San Francisco, the Arrowhead trail 
to Los Angeles, the Old National road 
through the Grand Cafion, and the 
Borderland route from El Paso to Los 
Angeles. The army cantonments, Se- 
quoia, Gen. Grant, and Yosemite na- 
tional parks, and the Lake Tahoe re- 
gion, with detailed descriptions of 
each, are included.

That a rival to the street will de- 
velop with the continued growth of 
the city, where modern business meth- 
ods will give its merchants decided 
advantages over those in the old 
street, seems a certainty, but up to 
date there has been nothing to indi- 
cate any imminent exodus from that 
thoroughly disreputable thoroughfare. 

The fear that it will be many years 
before Chicago will see the realiza- 
tion of any such great public work 
is based on the sad fact that Chicago
